President’s Report 


The growth that has taken place at the Art 
Gallery of Ontario this past year deserves recogni- 
tion. We have forged new partnerships at local 
and international levels while remaining a strong 
and focused institution. The AGO has emerged as 
a major player in cultural tourism, attracting 
major exhibitions, generating revenues and stimu- 
lating the economy at municipal, provincial and 
national levels. 

During 1997/98, the AGO acquired 1,802 
notable works through gift and purchase. The 
highlight of our acquisitions this year was a 17th- 
century marble bust of Pope Gregory XV by Gian 
Lorenzo Bernini, who is recognized as the most 
influential and innovative artist of the Italian 
Baroque. Our sincere thanks to Joey and Toby 
Tanenbaum for this magnificent gift. Another out- 
standing gift, from an anonymous donor, is a 
universally acclaimed depiction of the Archangel 
Michael from the 13th century which marks a 
turning point in the development of European 
sculpture. These two gifts significantly enhance 
the AGO’s European collection. The Gallery is 
deeply grateful to all of our benefactors, including 
collectors of contemporary and Canadian histori- 
cal art, for their generosity in building the AGO’s 
collection for the benefit of present and future 
generations. 

One of the world’s finest and most esteemed 
private collections of early European decorative 
art has been on display at the AGO since October 
30, 1997. Treasures of a Collector: European Works 
of Art, 1100-1800, from the Thomson Collection 
features almost 400 outstanding works, including 
some of the best preserved examples of medieval 
art. This is the first time these works have been 
displayed together in any museum, and our sincere 
appreciation goes to Kenneth and Marilyn Thomson 
for sharing their incomparable collection with us. 

While philanthropy and private-sector support 
are crucial to the growth of the AGO, public- 
sector support remains fundamental. We are very 
grateful to the Government of Ontario which 
continues to support our core operation, and 
which also made a special financial investment to 
assist the AGO in marketing the major exhibition 
The Courtauld Collection to tourist markets. The 
Department of Canadian Heritage has similarly 
acknowledged the economic benefits of major 
international travelling exhibitions by developing 
a new exhibition indemnification program. In 
addition, the Canada Council for the Arts, has 


reinstated its Programming and Operations 
Assistance to Art Museums and Public Galleries 
program. These recent initiatives go a long way 
to bolster the public sector/private sector partner- 
ship that is so essential to the AGO’s continued 
stability. 

Over the years, the hard work and dedication 
of countless volunteers have enabled the Gallery 
to flourish. The AGO has now formed a new part- 
nership with its volunteers, which is designed to 
involve them more closely with the Gallery’s core 
operation, and to provide greater opportunities for 
them to experience all aspects of the institution. 
| would like to thank Kae Fogden, who served as 
Volunteer President for the past two years, and 
Ute Blake, the incoming Volunteer President, for 
their able guidance, commitment and hard work, 
particularly during this critical time. My deep 
appreciation goes to all the volunteers, without 
whom the AGO would not enjoy its current success. 

As our Director, Maxwell L. Anderson, com- 
pletes his term at the Art Gallery of Ontario and 
prepares to take up his new duties as the Director 
of the Whitney Museum of American Art in New 
York, | would like to congratulate him on his 
exemplary leadership during the past three years. 
| welcome Matthew Teitelbaum as the new 
Director of the Art Gallery of Ontario. Matthew 
has served as the AGO’s Chief Curator since 1993, 
and | look forward to working closely with him in 
his new capacity. 

Finally, | would like to express my gratitude 
to the AGO’s Board of Trustees who generously 
provide their expertise and insights to the Gallery. 
My special appreciation goes to the AGO staff, 
whose creativity and dedication ensure the Art

Rapport du Directeur 


En 1997-1998, le Musée des beaux-arts de 
Ontario a de nouveau attiré un important public 
local et international. Le large éventail d’activités 
du Musée reflétent la détermination avec laquelle 
il entend étre un lieu d’expérimentation, d’innova- 
tion et de rigueur professionnelle. 

Les expositions présentées en 1997-1998 
étaient autant de maniéres d’aborder |’art. The 
Warhol Look: Glamour, Style, Fashion présentait une 
vue inusitée de |’ceuvre de Warhol et prétait forme 
au culte qu’il vougit au glamour, au style et a la 
mode. L’audioguide Antenna permettait aux visiteurs 
de découvrir l’artiste, son ceuvre et l’esprit de 
’époque. L’exposition était organisée par |’Andy 
Warhol Museum de Pittsburgh et parrainée par les 
sociétés LW Capital et MC Capital. L ouverture 
de l’exposition a été soulignée par la « Soirée 
Warhol » qui a connu un franc succés. Evocation 
des célébres happenings de la Factory, cette soirée 
a permis de recueillir des fonds pour le Musée et 
d’amener au Musée de nouveaux publics. Nous 
remercions I’?|CE Group of Companies qui a par- 
rainé cette soirée mémorable. 

Autre événement marquant, la rétrospective 
Keith Haring s’articulait autour de l’ceuvre de 
Haring « artiste de la rue » et de son discours 
social, notamment sur le racisme et le sida. Fidéle a 
esprit de Haring, qui voulait « faire descendre 
art de son piédestal et le rendre aux gens », le 
Musée a formé un groupe d’adolescents bénévoles 
qui ont animé des activités éducatives a l’intention 
des familles visitant l’exposition. Le caractére pub- 
lic de l'art de Haring a également inspiré une 
activité de quatre semaines, organisée par le 
Musée, qui invitait les éleves des écoles secon- 
daires a créer une murale pour leur communauté. 
L’exposition était organisée par le Whitney 
Museum of American Art de New York avec le 
concours de la Horace W. Goldsmith Foundation. 

Strangers in the Arctic, une grande exposition 
internationale présentée au Musée dans le cadre 
du Northern Encounters Festival, réunissait 
les ceuvres de 14 artistes appartenant aux huit 
nations qui vivent autour du pdle Nord. L’exposition, 
qui a été le point de ralliement du festival, 
célébrait et explorait la notion de « nordicité ». 

Les dons récents et les préts de longue durée 
de collectionneurs privés offrent au Musée I’occa- 
sion de revisiter sa propre collection. C’est ainsi 
que nous avons réaménagé nos salles d’art 
européen en fonction de |’exposition Les trésors 
d’un collectionneur. Euvres d’art européen, 1]00- 


1800; ces magnifiques ceuvres d’arts décoratifs, 
prétées par la famille Thompson, représentent 
une forme d’expression artistique peu montrée 
traditionnellement au Musée. Le Musée a recu par 
ailleurs, sous forme de dons, deux groupes d’ceu- 
vres exceptionnelles qui ouvrent dans notre collec- 
tion des perspectives nouvelles : un ensemble 
extraordinaire de piéces africaines — sculptures, 
masques, hampes, reliquaires et objets céré- 
moniels —, don du D? Murray Frum; et un groupe 
remarquable de petits mats totémiques sculptés 
en argilite, don de M. Roy G. Cole. 

L’année 1997-1998 marque la reprise du pro- 
gramme « L’Artiste et son ceuvre ». Grdce au 
soutien financier de AT&T Canada, le Musée a pu 
relancer ce programme pour une période de trois 
ans. Pendant ses 25 années d’existence, le pro- 
gramme a permis a plus de 400 artistes vivant en 
Ontario d’exposer et de discuter leurs ceuvres 
dans différentes communautés aux quatre coins 
de la province. 

Au cours des deux derniéres années, le Musée 
s’est imposé dans le monde muséal comme chef 
de file en matiére de communications et de services 
sur Internet. Le site www.ago.net est maintenant 
un des modes habituels de diffusion de l’informa- 
tion et un lieu de dialogues sur l’art. Le Musée 
sa joué un rdle clé dans la création d’AMICO (Art 
Museum Image Consortium) et du site 
www.amico.net, qui loge une bibliotheque multi- 
média numérisée de plus de 20 000 images 
d’ceuvres d’art conservées dans les plus grands 
musées d’Amérique du Nord, dont 2 000 images 
de la collection du Musée. 

Au moment de quitter mon poste de 
directeur du Musée, j’exprime toute ma recon- 
naissance a son personnel, ses bénévoles et son 
conseil d’administration, qui n’ont ménagé aucun 
effort pour attirer au Musée un nombre croissant 
de visiteurs.

Director’s Report 


Throughout 1997/98, the Art Gallery of Ontario 
continued to draw local and international 
audiences by creating engaging and powerful 
experiences with art. Our activities over the past 
year reflect the Gallery’s commitment to lead 
through experimentation, innovation and profes- 
sional rigour. 

The 1997/98 exhibition program connected 
with diverse audiences in a number of new ways. 
The Warhol Look: Glamour, Style, Fashion, organized 
by The Andy Warhol Museum, Pittsburgh, and 
sponsored by the LW Capital Corporation and the 
MC Capital Corporation, presented a full range of 
Warhol’s work, tracing the artist’s skill in merging 
the worlds of style, fashion and contemporary art. 
Visitors to the exhibition were able to access 
through Antenna audio guides a variety of narra- 
tives on the artist, his work and the spirit of the era. 
The Warhol Party, a sold-out “factory” fund-raising 
event that celebrated the opening of the exhibi- 
tion, invoked the spirit and energy of the artist’s 
work, while introducing new audiences to the 
AGO. We extend our thanks to The ICE Group of 
Companies, who sponsored this memorable 
evening. 

Another highlight of the year was the Keith 
Haring exhibition, organized by the Whitney 
Museum of American Art, New York, and support- 
ed by the Horace W. Goldsmith Foundation. This 
retrospective explored in depth the artist’s work as 
a street artist and his concerns for social issues, 
such as racism and AIDS. In recognition of 
Haring’s objective to “get art off the pedestals and 
give it back to the people,” the AGO organized 
teenage volunteer animators to assist family audi- 
ences to respond to Haring’s work with a number 
of educational activities in the exhibition. The 
artist’s commitment to public projects was also 
reflected in a four-week initiative organized by 
the AGO in which high school students created a 
mural for their community. 

Strangers in the Arctic: Contemporary Artists 
Explore the Far North, a major international exhibi- 
tion presented at the AGO as part of the Northern 
Encounters Festival, featured works by 14 artists. 
This exhibition served as a focal point for the 
festival, which brought together artists from the 
eight nations circling the North Pole to celebrate 
and explore the idea of “northernness.” 

Recent gifts and long-term loans from private 
collections are allowing the Gallery to position its 
own collection in new and exciting contexts. 
Treasures of a Collector: European Works of Art, 


1100-1800, from the Thomson Collection, featured 
magnificent works of decorative art on long- 
term loan from the private collection of the 
Thomson family. This collection, which represents 
an artistic expression that has not been tradition- 
ally exhibited at the AGO, enabled us to reinstall 
our European galleries in response to the Thomson 
works. The Gallery also received two compelling 
gifts which add interesting new perspectives to 
our collection: an outstanding group of African 
sculptures from Dr. Murray Frum, comprising 
carvings, masks, staffs, reliquary and ceremonial 
pieces, and a remarkable group of small carved 
argillite model totem poles given by Roy G. Cole. 

Another success of the 1997/98 year was the 
reinstatement of the AGO’s popular Artists with 
Their Work program. With the financial support of 
AT&T Canada, the AGO has been able to renew its 
commitment to this worthwhile program for a 
three-year period. Over its 25-year history, Artists 
with Their Work has enabled over 400 Ontario- 
based artists to exhibit and discuss their works in 
communities around the province. 

Over the past two years, the AGO has 
become one of the world’s leading art museums in 
networked communication and services. The 
AGO’s Web site, www.ago.net, is now an integral 
tool for the dissemination of information and 
for interactive discussions about art. The AGO also 
played a leading role in establishing AMICO, the 
Art Museum Image Consortium, and creating 
www.amico.net, which hosts a multimedia digital 
library of over 20,000 images of works of art from 
the collections of major museums throughout 
North America, including 2,000 images from the 
AGO’s own collection. 

As | complete my tenure as Director of the 
AGO, | would like to express my sincere thanks to 
our staff, volunteers and trustees for working 
assiduously to attract more visitors than ever to 
the Gallery. My special thanks go to our President, 
James D. Fleck, for his generosity and guidance. 

| am particularly pleased to see the Gallery’s 
former Chief Curator, Matthew Teitelbaum, 
assume the directorship of the Gallery. He has 
been in every respect a gracious colleague, and 

in his new role he will doubtless distinguish himself 
further. He has my heartfelt thanks for his 
unflagging support and invaluable contributions.

This remarkable group of 50 small carved argillite model 
totem poles was assembled by Robert Cunningham 
(1837-1905), a Scot who settled in British Columbia as 
a young man. He was posted to Port Simpson as a lay 
missionary in 1862, later became a trader for the 
Hudson Bay Company, and established his own post on 
the Skeena River in 1870, calling the town that grew 
around it Port Essington. He married a Haida woman in 
1860 (she was Tsimshiam by some accounts), who is 
purported to have been related to the legendary carver 
Charles Edenshaw. Robert Cunningham has been 
described by Wilson Duff as a pioneer of “resident 
collecting,” and it now seems that he was an active dealer 
in artifacts during the 1890s. 

Roy G. Cole acquired the collection from 
Cunningham’s heirs in 1967. He sold the largest pieces 
from the collection in June 1992, and the key pieces 
among these were repatriated by the Museum of 
Northern British Columbia (formerly the Prince Rupert 
Museum) with the assistance of the Cultural Property 
Export Review Board. Cole retained the 50 small poles, 
however, a coherent group always considered to be 
the work of the two greatest carvers of the culminating 
phase of the first important period of trade-carving, 
Charles Edenshaw and Isaac Chapman. 

It is an extraordinary group of trade-carvings by 
two of the greatest artists of the Northwest Coast tradi- 
tion. Although each work is small, each is exquisite in 
form, often witty, displaying breathtakingly virtuosic 
carving. As a group it presents a monumental display of 
great visual impact, capturing a significant moment in 
the history of turn-of-the-century Canadian art. 

The works overall are in excellent condition. This is 
the Art Gallery of Ontario’s first acquisition of historical 
Native art, an area of collecting the Gallery intends 
to pursue vigorously in the future.

Fred Hagan was born in Toronto in 1918. He trained 

as an artist at the Central Technical School from 1932 to 
1933, and at the Ontario College of Art from 1937 to 
1939. He was employed as an art teacher, first at 
Pickering College (1941-1946) and subsequently at the 
Ontario College of Art (1946-1983). Among his students 
at the OCA (where he taught printmaking, drawing and 
painting) were Dennis Burton, Graham Coughtry, Michael 
Snow, and Robert Markle. “Fred was born to be a 
catalyst,” writes Burton, who remembers Hagan as one 
of the most influential and enlightened of his teachers. 

As a tour de force of biblical painting, in the grand 
tradition of Western art, Descent was Hagan’s proof to 
himself and his circle of artist friends and supporters 
that he was an impassioned artist, capable of producing 
a moving aesthetic experience. As one of a younger 
generation of Toronto artists who gained critical recog- 
nition during the 1940s, the provision of proof of one’s 
technical ability and of conviction in humanist values 
was critical. Hagan’s concern for the social value of art 
is characteristic of the post-Group of Seven generation 
of painters in Toronto. 

To understand what prompted Hagan to paint 
Descent, apart from the obvious fact that the subject was 
a terrific challenge in the tradition of academic paint- 
ing, it is important to recall his earnest conviction of 
the artist’s duty to move and to console the human 
spirit. Hagan, like his contemporaries, upheld a grand 
and rather conservative vision of the “true” artist, who 
warranted an esteemed position in society. Paradoxically, 
Hagan felt he could never exhibit Descent. The paint- 
ing, arguably, touched a social nerve in a community 


still sensitive to the perverse injustices of World War II.

Guillermo Kuitca, the grandson of Russian Jewish immi- 
grants, was a child prodigy in his native Argentina. Now 
38, he has become one of the most celebrated painters 
to emerge from Latin America since the late 1980s. His 
work first became known internationally, and especially 

in Europe, through his installations of children’s beds cov- 
ered with painted maps of imaginary places. 

Kuitca’s subject matter is about place. He works 
with maps, charts and architectural plans. Gradually the 
viewer realizes that location in these works is nowhere 
and everywhere, in many ways a condition of contempo- 
rary life in a world of migrant populations and global 
communication. This paradoxical meeting of the specific 
and the general echoes the recurrent theme of Jorge Luis 
Borges, Argentina’s most celebrated author and a 
central inspiration to Kuitca: there is only one place — 
where you are. 

The present work, St. John’s Head, depicts a detailed 
road map of this well-known area outside London, 
England. Upon closer scrutiny, however, one discovers 
several other places also named St. John’s Head, all 
of them located along the periphery of a circle inscribed 
by roads which Kuitca has joined, transforming them 
into a crown of thorns. 

Kuitca’s map is one of dislocation which misleads 
rather than functions conventionally as a precise schema 
of location. St. John’s Head is rendered as both one 
and multiple, a real place lost in the confusion of it own 
doubles.

A highly accomplished draughtsman and painter, 
Gaetano Gandolfi depicted religious and mythological 
subjects throughout his distinguished career. He played 
a mgjor role, along with his brother Ubaldo (1728- 
1781), in the development of Bolognese painting in the 
18th century, and was prolific in his production of draw- 
ings, paintings, sculpture, and etchings. Beginning his 
studies at the Accademia Clementina in Bologna at age 
17, Gandolfi earned many academic distinctions 
throughout his life, including four medals for drawing 
between 1756 and 1760. His first recorded commissions 
came on the heels of these awards: Gandolfi produced 
numerous highly finished red chalk drawings after classic 
examples of 17th-century paintings for private patrons 
from 1756 to 1760. 

The Death of Hector is composed of the sinuous 
lines and dramatic chiaroscuro characteristic of 
Gandolfi’s mature style. This drawing combines solid 
vertical forms with fluid draperies, which, in conjunction 
with the tonal variations, create a strong rhythm through- 
out the picture. The entire composition is constructed 
like a classical frieze, with the elements organized in 
horizontal rows parallel to the picture plane. This 
arrangement contributes to the sculptural feel of the 
drawing, as does the modelling of forms. In The Death 
of Hector, a moralizing subject, Gandolfi produced a 
work that exemplifies the tenets of Neo-Classicism.

André Kertész is among the most renowned photogra- 
phers of the 20th century. Having first graduated from 
the Academy of Commerce in 1912 in Budapest, he 
turned away from a life in finance to explore the possi- 
bilities of photography, by devoting himself to taking 
pictures of Budapest, its people, street life, and sur- 
rounding landscape. 

In 1925 Kertész moved to Paris to pursue photog- 
raphy as a serious art form. In Montparnasse he found 
friendship among the avant-garde artists, Léger, 
Chagall, Calder, Mondrian, and photographers Brassai 
and Cartier-Bresson. Paris was the site of unprece- 
dented artistic imagination and Kertész entered the 
community with ease. While in contact with the key 
illustrated magazines throughout Europe to which he 
contributed regularly (among them Berliner Illustriete 
Zeitung, Uhu, VU, The Times [London], Kertész did not 
follow any prevailing trend. Rather, he was motivated to 
pursue an independent, clear-eyed, and often poetically 
imbued vision. Kertész preferred to call himself a “real- 
ist,” even though his work established counterpoints 
between strong reductive compositions and unexpected 
dream-like scenes of surreal evocation, as well as 
graphic abstractions and highly intimate reflections. 

In 1927 Kertész had his now legendary first Paris 
exhibition at Au Sacre du Printemps gallery, which 
included Mondrian’s Pipe and Glasses in its original 
smaller version. Impressed by his friend Mondrian’s 
modernist attitudes and the serenity of his abstract 
compositions, Kertész composed an elegant still-life 
composition in which narrative is minimized in favour of 
a purer aesthetic structure and geometry of the picture 
plane. The arrangement commands the viewer’s atten- 
tion on four functional objects placed on a table corner, 
creating three critical triangular shapes that form to 
give a new illusionary context of a time and place. 
Although Kertész thought himself a “realist,” the image 
is suspended and distanced from any reality of the 
artist’s studio. The Surrealist poet Paul Dermée, in a 
poem written on the occasion of the 1927 exhibition, 
wrote the line, “In this asylum for the blind, Kertész 
sees for us,” which clearly comments on the complex 
intersection of the surreal and the real.

This depiction of the archangel Michael is one of the 
most significant medieval French sculptures to have 
ever left its country of origin. Virtually complete works of 
this scale are especially rare. As Gothic sculptors of the 
13th century increasingly sought three-dimensional 
effects and greater naturalism, they began to adopt the 
contropposto of ancient statuary. Carved fully in the 
round and intended to be seen from several angles, this 
work must be regarded as a crucial monument in the 
development of European sculpture. 

The state of preservation suggests that the work was 
originally displayed indoors or under a sheltered taber- 
nacle or other structure. The gaze of the figure further 
indicates that it was meant to be seen from below. 

The work represents the archangel Michael stand- 
ing upon a dragon. In his upraised right arm, he held 
a lance, now missing, with which to stab at the dragon; 
with his left hand, he supports a shield. He wears a 
long-sleeved robe with a mantle thrown over his right 
shoulder, which flows in especially graceful folds down 
to the ground. Michael’s bare feet emerge from under 
the hem of the garment. On the shoulders at the back 
are two rectangular slots, which held the wings. 

Medieval prayers often asked for Michael’s protec- 
tion both in life and after death; in English prayerbooks, 
he is asked to protect souls from the terrible beasts 
of Hell who lie in wait for the undefended. During the 
late 13th century, Michael was first depicted in armour, 
a testament to the contemporary crusades. Even with- 
out such a costume (the present statue bears only a 
shield), the connection with the holy wars against the 
infidels would no doubt have been quite strong for con- 
temporary French viewers. Indeed, Michael was the 
supreme embodiment of knighthood: protector, defender, 
guide, and intercessor. 

Michael was extremely popular throughout Europe 
in the 12th through 14th centuries, but images of him 
are much less common afterwards. In France, images of 
Michael could be found on many churches. At Notre- 
Dame in Paris, a socle relief from the west portal (1210- 
1220) shows the archangel with flowing robes vigorously 
spearing a small dragon at his side. In the archivolts of 
the west portal at Rheims (1245-1255), Michael stands 
on top of a dragon, simultaneously stabbing it with a 
lance and forcing his shield towards its open mouth. Atop 
the gable of the booksellers porch at Rouen cathedral 
(begun 1280) is a triumphant St. Michael, posed on top 
of a dragon which he is spearing.

An outstanding group of 14 sculptures represents the 
work of tribal cultures from the regions of Sierra 
Leone, Nigeria, Zaire, Angola, Mali and Gabon. The 
figurative carvings, masks, staffs, reliquary and ceremo- 
nial pieces exhibit inspired design and craftsmanship in 
diverse material, such as wood, bronze, soapstone, 
brass, fabric, skin, glass, and beads. 

In the 1960s Barbara and Murray Frum began 
began collecting African carving with an eye to the aes- 
thetic and sculptural qualities of each piece rather than 
as works of ethnographic curiosity. They also engaged 
in extensive correspondence and conversations with 
scholars, collectors and dealers in order to understand 
the historical and cultural context in which each carving 
was conceived and to trace its provenance. Considered 
one of the most important private collections of African 
art in North america, works from the Frum Collection 
have been included in almost every major publication on 
African art in the last few years. 

A Kota tribe reliquary figure from Gabon included in 
the gift is an outstanding example of precision in design 
and craftsmanship. The brass-covered wooden sculpture 
is intended for viewing from both front and back, with 
each side representing an ancestor who protects relics 
from evil influences. Another highlight from the Frum 
Collection is a Boki mask from Nigeria carved in wood 
with the addition of fabric, horsehair, paint and skin. 
Dating from World War II, this mask does not reflect 
European influences, but rather preserves a tradition of 


carving practised by earlier generations.

In July of 1885, Vincent van Gogh was living and working 
at his parents’ home in Neunen (in Brabant, Belgium). 
He made a large number of drawings of peasants work- 
ing in fields, resulting in a smaller number of paintings. 
Van Gogh’s letter of July 6 to his brother Theo seems 
to describe this particular painting: “I have here before 
me some figures: a woman with a spade, seen from 
behind; another bending to glean ears of wheat; another 
seen from the front, her head almost on the ground.” 

Popular imagination as well as art history wishes 
to treat van Gogh as a highly specialized individual, yet 
his fascination with peasant life was fairly mainstream 
in the 1880s, in both France and Holland. Millet, Courbet, 
Dupré and many other French painters had depicted 
and ennobled peasants working their fields, while Anton 
Mauve, van Gogh’s cousin by marriage and teacher for 
a brief period in 1883, often depicted farmers and 
countrymen working in bleak, almost abstract settings. 
The severe background, monochromatic but richly 
brushed, as well as the restricted palette of gray greens 
in the foreground have parallels in Mauve’s work. 

This painting by van Gogh is exceptionally well 
preserved with a rich impasto full of greens and grays. 
The almost abstract background of mottled colours sets 
off an energetically brushed figure. Although a youthful 
work, the painting has all of the Post-Impressionist 
and Symbolist sensibility of van Gogh’s maturity.

Bernini is considered the most important artist of the 
17th century and rivals Michelangelo’s creative genius. 
Except for a six-month period in 1665 when he worked 
on designs for the Louvre in Paris, he worked exclu- 
sively in Rome. He served eight popes, and their com- 
missions from the mid-1620s established his reputation 
as the most influential and innovative artist of the 
Italian Baroque. He brilliantly combined sculpture, 
painting and architecture. As the virtual artistic director 
of 17th-century Rome, he was responsible for commis- 
sions in and around St. Peter’s and the Vatican, tombs, 
fountains, and churches. 

Much discussion has focused on the difference 
between this portrait and Bernini’s other work of 1621 
and 1622. It is a more formal image than his later por- 
traits and has a fittingly more severe sensibility than 
the artist’s mythological figural groups. But the expres- 
sion and emotion of the works are equally resonant: we 
see an aged and physically frail man literally weighed 
down by the thick and elaborate cape. Indeed, this con- 
trast is especially poignant. The working of the eyes is 
an innovation for Bernini since the irises are worked in a 
profoundly naturalistic manner, revealing the sadness 
and emotional depth of the sitter’s personality. Most 
striking is the active and intense gaze of the sitter, 
revealing an intellect and spirit still virile in spite of 


the weakness of the flesh.

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Education and Resources 


EDUCATION 


For almost 70 years, education has been a corner- 
stone of programming at the Art Gallery of Ontario. 
During 1997/98, school touring programs for ele- 
mentary and secondary students attracted 25,000 
students. Approximately 1,000 teachers participated 
in exhibition orientation programs and special proj- 
ects, particularly the Kidsmuse project. 

Gallery School enrolments included 560 
children in after-school and weekend classes and 
645 adults in weekday morning and evening class- 
es. Eighty senior secondary students took part in 
the 30-week Advanced Studio Program, which aims 
to support the production of strong portfolios to 
accompany students’ applications for admission to 
postsecondary institutions. 

Family programming included 31 weeks of Family 
Sundays, which attracted over 10,000 parents and 
children for gallery-wide activities. The annual 
March Break program involved 8,000 children and 
adults over a five-day period. 

A special feature of educational programming 
in 1997/98 has been collaboration with other organi- 
zations and institutions, including the Diabetes 
Unit at the Hospital for Sick Children. A series of 
weekend workshops for diabetic children at the 
Gallery School led to the installation of children’s 
art in the hospital’s new Starlight Room, a creative 
play area for haematology and oncology patients. A 
partnership with the Home for Creative Opportunity 
involved young people from Regent Park in the cre- 
ation of a mural for their community. In addition, 
collaborations with The Learning Partnership, 
Silicon Graphics, the Canadian Children's Book 
Centre, Owl Books, Canadian Mothercraft Society, 
DAREarts Foundation, the Keith Haring Foundation 
Inc., the Toronto Board of Education, Central 
Commerce and Riverdale Collegiate Institutes, and 
other schools throughout Metropolitan Toronto, 
have fostered exciting and unique opportunities to 


involve young people with the Gallery. 


RESOURCE CENTRES 


Edward P. Taylor Research Library and Archives 

In a great step forward for 24-hour public access to 
art information, the E.P. Taylor Research Library 
and Archives this year rolled out its online collec- 
tions catalogue, named SIBYL. The fruit of two 
years’ work, SIBYL contains records for roughly 50% 
of the more than 100,000 volumes held by the 
library. Slated for future entry in the catalogue are 


books acquired before the mid-1980s and special 
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collections such as art manuscripts and Gallery 
archives, art sales catalogues (1790s-to date), artist 
documentation files and photograph files. Now 
available on-site in the library, by autumn 1998 
SIBYL on the Web (www.ago.net) will enable AGO 
members, researchers and an international public to 
inform themselves about the resources held by one 


of Canada’s premier art research libraries. 


Marvin Gelber Print and Drawing Study Centre 
Since the Marvin Gelber Print and Drawing Study 
Centre opened in January 1993, the primary goal has 
been to make its collection of 14,000 works accessi- 
ble to the public. In the past year, 3,500 people 
examined works in the collection, making this facility 
the second busiest print room in North America. 

The study centre has developed an exciting pro- 
gram of classes, biweekly talks to seniors, visits of 
other special-interest groups, tours, open houses, 
talks and lectures. In addition, the centre’s “open 
door” policy on Wednesday nights has enabled indi- 
viduals to independently examine works. 

Other highlights of the program included special 
events for members of the College Art Association, 
a tour for the trustees and museum directors of the 
American Federation of Arts, an open house for AGO 
members, and a talk in our Close Encounters series 
for would-be collectors on “The Collecting Bug: 


How to Build a Collection of Prints and Drawings.” 


Photographic Resources 

Photographic Resources provides ektachromes, 
photographs, and slides of the Gallery’s permanent 
collection and program activities for purchase, 
which serves as a valuable resource for educators, 
researchers and publishers. Of significance this year 
was the department’s entry into the digital world, 
with the scanning of images for the production of 
The Search for the Spirit: General Idea 1968-1975 
exhibition catalogue. As well, over 2,000 works in 
the collection have been digitally scanned to become 
part of the digital library of the Art Museum 

Image Consortium (AMICO). 


Volunteers 


The Art Gallery of Ontario is fortunate to have 
the support of close to 900 volunteers who support 
the Gallery in its myriad activities. During the 
past year, the AGO formed a new partnership with 
its volunteers. This partnership is designed to 
involve them more closely with the Gallery’s core 
operation and to provide greater opportunities for 
them to experience all aspects of the institution. 


PURCHASE OF WORKS OF ART 


In 1997/98, six works were purchased for the 
Gallery’s collection with funds generated through 
volunteer activity: two works of contemporary art 
by Toronto artists Magdalen Celestino and Colette 
Whiten, and four contemporary works by Latin 
American artists Eugenio Dittborn, Guillermo 
Kuitca and Jac Leirner. 


RETAIL 


Some 322 volunteers are actively involved in all 
facets of the Gallery Shop’s operation, including 
sales, purchasing, new product development, 
inventory control, staffing and training. The 
AGO’s Art Rental and Sales Gallery is operated 
by volunteers, and provides special consultative 
services for members. Volunteers also organized 
special discount shopping days, such as the 
Members’ Shopping Event, which included compli- 
mentary gift wrapping services and refreshments. 
All proceeds support the AGO. 


TRAVEL AGO AND GALLERY HOPPING 


In order to increase Gallery membership and 

raise funds, Travel AGO volunteers organize trips 
that focus on art and architecture. This year, trips 
were organized to Ireland, California, South 
Africa, Texas and London, England. One- and two- 
day gallery hop excursions included visits to 
Kleinburg, Ottawa and Niagara-on-the-Lake, as 
well as tours of corporate and private collections 
within the city. 
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SUPPORT TO GALLERY PROGRAMS 
AND SERVICES 


The Gallery’s 1997/98 operation benefited from 
$350,000 in revenues attributed to volunteer 
activity. Programs throughout the Gallery were 
strengthened through volunteer resources, includ- 
ing daily gallery talks for visitors, tours for adults 
and school groups, the “Ask Me” program in the 
contemporary galleries, and programming for 
the AGO’s historic house, The Grange. Volunteers 
also assist with the operation of the Libby and 
Blair MacAulay Membership Centre, the Dr. 
Mariano Elia Hands On Centre, the Marvin Gelber 
Print and Drawing Study Centre, and the Edward 

P. Taylor Research Library and Archives. Volunteers 
also assist in orienting visitors during special 
events throughout the year, including Spring break, 
major exhibitions and corporate events. 


FUND-RAISING 


The AGO volunteers undertook a number of fund- 
raising initiatives throughout 1997/98. During 

Art in Bloom 798, a five-day major biennial fund- 
raising project, the Gallery literally bloomed 

with interpretive floral arrangements and featured 
a program of lecture/demonstrations and an open- 
ing Garden Party. A lunchtime lecture series, 
“Toronto Talks,” featured an impressive lineup of 
lectures about the history of Toronto at The 
Grange. Picture the Seventies, a fund-raising gala 
sponsored by Master Choice, featured Canadian 
rock legend Lighthouse, as well as celebrity look- 
alikes, and netted a profit of $94,000.
